ABOUT THE PLAY

Award. It consists of a pleasant blend of high and low comedy 
written around a plot symbolic of a man’s struggle for independ- 


ence from the materialistic spirit of the age. 


Throughout, the author utilizes his poetic talents to recount 
a tender love story between the hero, Van Van Dorn, who owns 
High Tor, and Lise, the ghostly guardian of the mountain. 
Together with the crew of an ancient Dutch exploration vessel, 
she has been marooned on High Tor for three hundred years. 

It is because of her unrealistic hopes for a final rescue 
that she is able to effect some communication with the equally 


unrealistic Van Dorn who is unwilling to accept the inevitable.
